on Saturday at which Gen. Cutler and Reuben Robertson were present 
for the purpose of discussing NSC 5412. Mr. Dulles read aloud the 
memorandum for the record which he had dictated subsequent to 
this meeting and noted that he wanted us to dispatch as quickly 
as possible our replys on the Killian Committee report. He asked 
Mr. Kirkpatrick to pursue this and gave Mr. Kirkpatrick the 
memorandum for record after he had read it.
